To  provide  for  the  construction  of  the  Bobbins  and  Goutts  Drains  in  ihe 
Township  of  Raleigh,  in  the  County  of  Rent,  and  for  borrowing  on  1  he 
credit  of  the  municipality  the  sum  of  $702.80  for  completing  the  same. 

h\:.    Provisionally  Adopted  the  Twentieth  day  of  February,  A  I).  1893. 

Whereas,  a  majority  in  number  of  the  owners,  as  shown  tty  the  last 
revised  Assessment  Roll,  of  the  property  to  be  benefited  by  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Coutts  and  Bobbins  drains,  have  petitioned  the  Council  of  the 
Township  of  Raleigh  to  construct  a  drain  at  or  near  the  blind  line  of  the 
!Ninth  Concession,  and  across  lots  seven,  eight  and  part  of  nine,  to  the  Car 
ter  drain.    .  ^  . 

Also,  to  construct  a  drain  commencing  at  the  line  between  the  6th  and 
7  th  concessions,  thence  northwesterly  along  the  easterly  side  of  the  Town 
lino  road  allowance  to  the  old  outlet  of  the  Tilbury  East  Government  drain 
in  Baleigh. 

And  whereas,  thereupon,  the  said  Council  procured  an  examination  to 
be  made  by  W.  G  McGeorge,  P.  L  S.,  being  a  person  competent  for  such 
purpose,  of  the  said  localities  proposed  to  be  drained,  and  has  also  procured 
plans  and  estimates  of  the  work  to  be  made  by  the  said  W.  G.  McGeorge, 
and  an  assessment  to  be  made  by  him  of  the  real  property  to  be  benefited 
by  such  proposed  work,  stating  as  nearly  as  he  can  the  proportion  of  benefit 
which,  in  his  opinion,  will  be  derived  in  consequence  of  such  proposed  work 
by  every  lot  or  portion  of  lot ;  the  said  assassin  ent  so  made,  oeinji;  the  as- 
sessment hereinafter  by  this  By-law  enacted  to  be  assessed  and  levied  upon 
the  lots  and  parts  of  lots,  hereinafter  in  that  behalf  specially  set  forth  and 
described  ;  and  the  report  of  the  said  W.  G.  McGeorge  in  respect  thereof, 
and  of  the  said  proposed  work  being  as  follows  : 

Chatham,  22ad  November,  1892. 
To  the  Beeve,  Deputy-Beeves  and  Municipal  Council  of  Baleigh  : 

Gentlemen, — Having  received  from  your  Honorable  Body  instructions 
to  make  an  examination  and  survey  with  a  view  to  constructing  a  drain  on 
lots  7  and  8,  in  the  9th  concession  of  Baleigh.  I  beg  to  report  that  I  have 
made  such  examination  and  survey,  and  have  staked  out  and  taken  levels 
along  a  line  for  a  drain  in  the  position  that  will  best  meet  the  wants  of  the 
petitioners,  and  best  drain  the  lands  intended  to  be  drained  Ky  the  work 
under  the  petition  and  resolution  of  the  Council. 

The  drain  which  will  be  known  as  the  Bobbins  drain,  will  begin  at  the 
middle  line  or  blind  line  of  the  9th  concession  of  Baleigh,  and  al  the  rood 
ditch  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  6  and  7  side  road.  It  will  then  run  along 
the  northerly  side  of  the  blind  line  to  Station  12  and  40  feet,  the  stations 
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being  six  rods  apart  consecutively  from  Station  0  at  the  6  and  7  side  road 
northeasterly  along  the  blind  Hue  aforesaid,  from  Station  12  and  40  feet 
the  drain  will  run  northerly,  north-eusteily  and  easterly  across  the  east  half 
of  north  half  of  lot  7,  the  west  half  of  north  half  of  lot  8,  and  the  east 
half  of  the  north  half  of  lot  S,  as  shown  on  the  plun  accompanying  this  my 
report,  and  easterly  on  the  (*ast  half  of  south  half  of  lot  8  to  the  Carter 
drain.     The  drain  is  very  much  needed  as  it  runs  through  a  very  wet  locality. 

Accompanying  this  I  remit  a  profile  giving  data  for  the  construction  of 
the  work ;  the  excavated  earth  to  ue  cast  thiee  feet  clear  of  the  drain. 

My  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  work  is  as  follows :

1.  That  the  said  report,  plans  and  estimates  be  adopted  and  the  said 
drain  and  the  works  connected  therewith  be  made  and  constructed  in 
accordance  therewith. 

2.  That  the  Reeve  of  the  said  township  may  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the 
Corporation  of  the  said  Township  of  Raleigh  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and 
two  dollars  and  eighty  cents,  being  the  funds  necessary  for  the  work  not 
hereinafter  otherwise  provided  for,  and  may  issue  debentures  of  the  corpora- 
tion for  that  amount  and  interest  in  .sums  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars each,  payable  within  five  years  from  the  date  thereof,  with  interest  at 
the  rate  of  five  per  centum  per  annum,  that  is  to  say,  in  five  consecutive  an- 
nual payments,  to  be  of  such  amount  that  the  aggregate  amount  payable  for 
principal  and  interest  in  any  year  shall  be  equal,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  to  the 
amount  payable  for  principal  and  interest  during  each  of  the  other  years  of 
such  period  of  five  years,  such  d«bentures  t/O  be  made  payable  at  the  branch 
of  the  Canadian  Bank  of  Commerce,  in  the  Town  of  ("'hatham. 

3  That  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  sum  of  Seven  Hundred  and  Two 
80  100  Dollars,  being  the  amount  charged  against  the  said  lands  so  to  be 
benefited  as  aforesaid,  other  than  roads  belonging  to  the  municipality,  and 
to  cover  interest  thereon  for  five  years  at  the  rate  of- five  per  centum  per 
annum,  the  following  special  rates,  over  and  above  all  other  rates,  shall  be 
assessed  and  levied  (in  the  same  nianner  and  at  the  same  time  as  taxes  are 
levied),  upon  the  undermentioned  lots  and  parts  of  lots,  and  the  amount  of 
the  said  special  rates  and  interest  assessed  as  aforesaid  against  each  lot  or 
part  of  lot  respectively,  shall  be  divided  into  five  equal  parts,  and  one  such  part 
shall  be  assessed  and  levied  as  :»foresaid  in  each  year  for  five  years  after  the

Respecting  the  sale  and  disposal  of  Debentures  issued  under  By-law  number

titled "A  By-law  to  provide  tor  aiding  and  assisting  the  Amherstburg,  Lake 
Shore  and  Blenheim  Railway,  and  issuing  Debentures  therefor  for  the  sum 
of  Ten  Thousand  dollars  to  he  given  by  way  of  lx)nus  to  the  .said  Amherst- 
burg, Ljike  Shore  and  Hlonlieim  Railway  Company  by  the  Municipality  of 
the  Township  of  Raleigh. 

2.  And  Whereas  it  was  provided  by  said  By-law  that  after  the  final 
passing  passing  thereof  the  .said  Debentues  were  to  be  delivered  to  Tru  tees 
to  be  appointed  »ii  pursuance  of  the  Statutes  of  Ontario  in  that  behalf,  for 
receiving  and  holding  the  said  Debentures,  and  for  the  purpo  e  of  realizing 
the  sum  of  Ten  Thousand  dollars  to  be  given  to  the  said  Railway  Company 
as  soon  as  the  work  of  the  said  Railway  was  completed. 

3.  And  Whereas  the  said  Railway  Company  has  complied  with  all  the 
conditions  contained  in  said  Bydaw. 

4  And  Whereas  the  Council  of  the  Township  of  Raleigh  have  entered 
into  ai>  arrangement  with  the  said  Railway  Company  whereby  the  sum  of 
Ten  Thousand  dollars  cash  is  to  be  paid  to  the  said  Railway  Company  and 
accepted  by  them  in  lieu  of  the  said  Debentures  being  delivered  to  the  Trus- 
tees for  the  l)enefit  of  the  said  Railway  t  ompany  as  aforesaid,  and  the  suid 
Railway  Company  has  consented  to  the  Council  of  the  said  Township  of  Ral- 
eigh selling  and  disposing  of  the  said  Debentures  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

5.  And  W^hereas  in  order  to  raise  the  baid  sum  of  Ten  thousand  dollara 
it  will  be  necessary  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  said  Debentures,
